Beffinninff with the New Yetir. 
Kentucky will hereafter take olli 
cial coKnizunceof births and (louiii.s 
which occur within her borders. 
Local registrars have l)oen ap- 
Iioiiitod for ovof.v eoiHit.v 'in the 
State, and furnislied witli the nec- 
essary supplies to be^in their 
work. Physicians are reciuired to 
report within ton days tli«' l)ii ths 
and deaths occurring in tlieir prac- 
tice and to ffive the caaaes of 
deaths with other facts connected 
with them, on blanks to be pro- 
vided. 

The undertaker is also reauired 
to make report of interments as 

well as to piociire from physicians 
and others the facts relating to the 
cau.se of death. The^ cemetery 
keeper, sexton, or owner of pri- 
vate bur.v in ot-otiiids, will not be 
permitted to Itmy bodies witltoul 
a permit from liic local registrar, 
and bodies shipped by common 
carriers, must have permission 
from the local onicors and l)e' so 
[)ropurcd as that there will be no 
danger of a spread of disease en 
route. 

Tiie Slate Board oi llealtli is r<'- 
si»onsible tor the law, which is 
the same as is in force in the more 
proi.'tessive States and heavy pen- 
a'lios liavo bern provided for its 
infractions. Tlie information given 
with the certificate of death will 
lie valuable to tiie Siato lioard, a&
